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Eollowing  is  the  tert  of  an  order  issued  "by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration 
on  Eebruary  12th  coverinf  alfalfa  hay  price  ceilings  for  California,  Oregon  and 
Washin£;ton,  to  "become  effective  on  and  after  Eeoruary  18,  19^43! 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Price  Administrator  it  is  necessary  and  proper  to 
estalilish  mayimuB  prices  for  sales  of  alfalfa,  hay  in  C.-.,lii'ornia.,  Oregon  and  lia.shing- 
ton. 

A  statement  of  the  considerations  involved  in  the  issuance  of  this  regulation 
has  "been  iseued  simultaneously''  horev/ith  and  filed  v;ith  the  Division  of  the  Eederal 
P-egisti-r,     In  the  Judgment  of  the  Price  Administrator  the  maximum  prices  estalalished 
hy  this  regulation  are  r^nd  v/ill  "be  generally  fair  and  equitalDle  and  v/ill  offectua.te 
the  purposes  of  the  Emergency  Price  Control  Act  of  19^2,  as  amended.     So  far  as 
prs.ctical"'lc.:  tte  Administrator  lias  advised  and  consulted  v.dth  memhers  of  the  industry 
v;hich  v;ill  oe  affected  "by  this  regulation, 

Thorefore,  under  the  authority  vested  in  thu  Price  Administrator  "by  the  Emer- 
gency Price  Control  Act  of  19^:- 2,  as  amended,  and  Bxocutivo  Order  Ko,  9^50  and  in 
accordance  v/ith  Revised  Procedural  Regu3.ation  IJo.l  issu.ed  by  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration  after  concultp.tion  v/ith  .and  v.dth  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  this  Maximuja  Price  Regulation  No,  322  is  hereby  issued. 

Prohibition  against  sales  0 f  a].falfa.  hay  i n  California,  Oregon  and  Washington 
above  maximum  prices.    On  a,nd  p.ft^r  the  effective  date  of  this  regulation  regard- 
less of  any  contract  or  other  obligation,  no  person  subject  to  this  regulation  shall 
sell  or  deliver  alfalfa  hay  and  no  person  subject  to  this  regulation  in  the  course  - 
of  tr<ade  or  business  shall  buy  or  receive  such  alfalfa  hay  a,t  a  price  higher  than 
the  maximum  prices  pnrmittcd  by  t'.is  rovgulatior,  ^-nd  no  T)orson  subject  to  this 
regulation  shall  agree,  offer,   solicit  or  attempt  to  do  any  of  th-.:  foregoing;  .  Pro- 
vided, That  the  provisions  of  this  rogulr.tion  shall  not  a-oj-ly  to  sales  or  deliveries 
of  alfn.lfa  Iiay  oth'^rdse  covered  by  this  regulation  if  prior  to  the  effective  date 
of  this  regulation  such  ali"a,if<a  hay  '?.as  been  sold  to  a  buyer  and  has  been  received 
by  a  ^carrier  other  than  .a,  Cfsarr-ier  owned  or  ^controlled  by  the  seller  for  shipment  to 
such  biiyer.     But  any  refsales  o.f .  such  .last  -mentioned  alfalfa  hay  v/hich  is  so  in 
tr.ansit  at  the  effective  ■d<ate  of  this  regulation  siian  be.  subject  to  this  regulation. 

Sales  o.t  lower  than  maximum  prices.    Lov/er  prices  than  the  naxinum  prices  set 
forth  in  this  regulation  m.ay  be  charged,  demanded,  paid  or  offered. 

T.,xxitory  and  tx-;\.nsacta.ong  su'bjccb  to  this  regulation.     The  provisions  of  i;his 
regulation  shall  apply  only  to  the  states  of  Ca.lifornia,  Oregon  and  Washington.  It 
sho.ll  govern  the  sale  and  deliv'-:ry  of  all  alfalfa  hay  produced  in  such  states  as 
vjell  as  the  sale  and  delivery  of  all  alfalfa,  hay  produced  elsev/hore  which  is  sold  to 
a  dealer,  retailer,  feeder  or  ultim.'.tc  user  located  in  any  of  said  states.

The  ma;;imun  prices  set  forth  in  this  regulation  shall  not  be  evaded 
in  any  manner  v;ha.tsoever  in  connection  with  any  offer,   solicitation,  agreement,  sale, 
delivery,  purchase  or  receipt  of  or  relating  to  alfalfa  hay  alone  or  in  conjunction 
with  any  other  charge,  discount,  premium  or  privilege  or  by  tying  agreer;ent  or  other 
trade  understanding  or  by  chr'.nging  a  previous  business  practice,. 

Enforcement Persons  violating  any  provision  of  this  regulation  are  subject  to 
the  cnlnihal  penalties,  civil  enforcement"  actions,  license  suspension  provisions  and 
suits  for  treDle  damages  provided  for  by  the  Emergen:"/  Price  Control  Act  of  19^2,  as 
amended,  ,  • 

Persons  who  have  evidence  of  any  violation  of  this  regulation  or  of  any  price 
schedule,  regulation  or  order  issued  by  the  Office  of  Price  Adm.ini strrtion  or  of 
any  acts  or  practices  which  constitute  such  violation  are  urged  to  communicate  with  ■ 
the  nearest  district,  field,  state  or  regioinal  office  of  the  Office  of  Price  Adminis- 
tro.tion  or  with  its  principal  office  in  Washington,  D,C,
